Machine Cut Lumber 

It is deliberate waste to permit the carpenter 
to consume valuable time sawing- such pieces 
as rafters, studding-, joists, etc., by hand when 
the same operations can be accomplished at 
the mill at a fraction of the cost. For in- 
stance : suppose fifty rafters are needed for a 
home. Now, by the ordinary method the fifty 
unfinished pieces would be ordered from the 
local lumber yard and upon arrival at the job 
would have to be measured, hand-cut, notched 
and trial fitted — each operation taking time. 
Then, too, if the rafters have defects the 
chances are that they would be used anyway 
because the crew is on the job ready to work. 



Compare this inefficient method with the way 
Pacific rafters, studding, etc., are prepared. 
We prepare thousands of standard rafters 
at one cutting. These are notched mechanic- 
ally accurate by machines, therefore of better 
workmanship, and the cost of finishing such 
material is a fraction of the cost of the car- 
penter's time on the job. It is such savings 
as these that we effect throughout, and as 
every piece of material must meet Pacific's 
high quality standard your home will be of 
sounder construction.

The average retail lumber yard finds it im- 
practicable to handle the high quality of ma- 
terials and the large assortment of sizes that we 
carry in stock, because it cannot sell on a huge 
quantity scale and hence is unable to furnish the 
same type of service.

Regardless of the size or type of house you select we are pledged to give you quality 
in every item — finer materials than you can obtain elsewhere at the price. 



Foundation 

We furnish 2" x 6" redwood for mudsills; 2" x 4" underpins and 
plates for outside walls; 4" x 4" girders and underpins for bear- 
ings and allow no girder span to be over 5'. We do not include 
concrete or brick foundations in our f. o. b. mill prices, but will 
furnish same under subcontract. If such a foundation is not used 
we furnish continuous mudsills under each bearing, in which case 
the underpins and plates are the same as the outside walls. 

Framing 

All framing material is sound Douglas fir. Sizes of floor joists, 
studding, ceiling joists, rafters, etc., are standard and the indi- 
vidual specifications indicate the exact dimensions. We pay particu- 
lar attention to cutting floor joists, studding, cripples, headers, roof 
bracing, rafters, etc., to give the finished structure maximum solidity 
and rigidity. This is a feature too often overlooked by the home- 
builder and where the average contractor is apt to cut specifications. 

Roughing-in Lumber 

Every foot of Pacific exterior trim lumber is either thoroughly air- 
seasoned or kiln-dried and carefully selected to serve its purpose. 
Lumber is inspected before it leaves the mill and must meet our 
high standard. Dimensions are scientifically figured so that every 
part of the structure is sound. Siding is of selected quality. 

Interior Finish Lumber 

Every foot of interior finish lumber, including casings, stock u.ed 
in built-in features, etc., is clear, selected Douglas fir, kiln-dried, 
and free from blemishes and defects. In some of the more costly 
houses mahogany, gum or other material is specified. We carefully 
grade our finish lumber and see that none leaves the factory with 
pitch-pockets, knots or other blemishes. Every piece is new and 
clean, perfectly grained, and by our special process of seasoning 
and drying is the easiest to work and a delight to the carpenters. 

Roofing 

When a shingled roof is specified we furnish No. 1*A* cedar 
shingles, laid \y% inches to the weather, unless specified otherwise. 
These shingles are the finest on the market, selected from perfect 
cedar, free of cracks, knots and warps. Some of the specifications 
include composition, also granite, crushed brick, jasper or tile. 

Ventilators 

Screened, lattice or Louvre ventilators are installed in the gables and 
below the floor line. This permits of good circulation of air in the 
attic and prevents dry rot under the floors. Ventilators are built 
up at the mill, ready to nail in place. 



Insulating Felt 

The majority of our frame houses are insulated with sheet felt, a 
feature seldom found in the average frame structure. This felt is 
. of heavy material, absolutely water-proof. It covers the outside of 
the studding and over this is nailed the siding. The houses are 
made absolutely water-proof and the felt keeps the cold out in the 
winter time and keeps out the torrid heat of summer. 

Sash and Windows 

All sash are manufactured in our own sash factory, insuring uniform 
quality throughout. We use sugar pine, carefully seasoned. Win- 
dow casements are also built at the mill, ready to hang. All case- 
ment sash are operated by special adjusters. The sash have mortise 
and tenon joints, reinforced with steel dowel pins instead of the 
usual wooden dowel pins and glue. All sash, windows, French doors, 
etc., are glazed at our factory. 

Doors 

All French doors and many of the special-made doors are produced in 
our door factory. Interior doors are thick and are mortised 

for lock and bored for knob and key, saving the carpenter hours 
of time. Styles of doors are indicated in the individual specifi- 
cations. See pages 136 and 137 for styles. 

Screens 

We operate our own screen factory, furnishing well-built screens for 
all doors and windows, per specifications. These are hinged or 
sliding, according to the type of house and are 14-mesh galvanized. 
Copper screen can be furnished at additional cost.
